Basketball victories 


The Sacramento State Hornets 
made one last ditch effort to 
repeat as Far Western Conference 
basketball titlist over the weekend 
but despite back-to-back wins 
over Hayward and league leader 
San Francisco State it looks like a 
case of too little too late. 

SSC upped its record to 7-3 in 
conference competition but in 
order for the Hornets to hold 
onto the basketball title they 
presently enjoy they will need a 
small miracle. Make that a major 
miracle. That miracle includes two 
victories over Chico State and 
University of California at Davis 
plus two San Francisco losses. 
Probably the most difficult of the 
combination is the two losses by 
SF State, especially considering 
the Gators face winless and 
hopeless Sonoma State in tiieir 
FWC finale 

At any rate, whether the Hornets 
win the title or not, SSC is playing 
in championship form. Friday 
night the Hornets drubbed visiting 
Hayward to the tune of 95-74

Sacramento State there are 3596 
students taking six units or less 
and 2!68 taking between six and 
twelve units. This is a total of 
1864 of a total enrollment of 
15,178 taking less than a full load, 
roughly 32%. How many of these 
students would be considered not 
‘o be making satisfactory progress 
toward a degree or credential? 
Dumke recently appointed two 
committees to study these 
proposals, One committee will be 
headed by Dr. William B. 
Langsdorf to concentrate on 
educational innovation. Two 
sub-committees under Langsdort 
will be headed by President S.1. 
Hayakawa of San Francisco State 
and President Paul F. Romberg, 
California State College, 
Bakersfield.
